Magnitude of the Document Work Done 


by tbe Bepnbltcana. 


Chicago, Bept. SO.—The Republican 


national committee is preparing to wind 
up tbe literary part of the campaign with 
in the next two weeks.

Cleveland carried the coun- 
ty by 20 in '92, and the republicans got 
over 300 majority in '94. It is a purely 
agricultural county, without mines or 
factories of any kind. We have never 
had K-jeli enthusiasm as is now rrfani- 
festeii by republicans, and the demo- 
crats are keeping up their end of the 
contest."

The Fifteenth eon<rressioTt:tl district 


is one of !he localities that the demo- 
cratic legislature in its gerrymander 
"fixed" to be democratic for all time. 
It is composed of the counties of Ad- 
ams, Bro«u, Hancock, Henderson, Mc- 
nonough, Schuyler and Warren, three 
of •uhich counties abut tlie Mississippi.

as quite a. number, of them are strong 
personal friends of the colonel, 'not 
only because he is'a farmer himself, 
but has always persistently favored 
any measure to advance agriculture. 
Neecc is a fairly good campaigner, but 
the republicans ore confident of re- 
turning Col. Marsh by a plurality as 
large, if not larger, than the last time. 
The counties are exceptionally well or- 
ganized and are working in unison. 
| The county chairmen, Capt. Somroer- 
ville, of Adams; Dr. Eickey, of Brown; 
J. Mack Sholl, of Hancock; A. Hall, of 
Henderson; H. C. Agnes, of McDon- 
ough; F. A. Worden, of Schuylcr, and 
Charles McLaughlin, of Warren, at the 
head of the republican forces, have a 
well-organdzed army, with township, 
waVd, school district and block "cap- 
tains" working like beavers. 
Every 


republican vote in the district will be 
polled for Marsh and many "Bound 
money" democrats and members of the 
populists and prohibitionists will also 
aid him. There is a sharp senatorial 
fight going on in this district. Senator 
O. F. Berry, of Hancock, has been re- 
nominated by the republicans. Being 
a leader in the senate the democrats are 
doing their best to beat him. Judge 
L. Y. Sherman, of McDonough, and U. 
A. Wilson, of Schuyler, are the repub- 
lican nominees for the house in the dis- 
trict, which is the Twenty-eighth, and 
was made to be democratic. The re- 
publicans carried it two years ago, and 
their ticket being exceptionally strong 
expect to succeed this year. In the Ad- 
nms district the nominees are Eepre- 
sentative Kincheloe, of Adams, renom- 
Inated, and B. Eickey, of Brown. Both 
are strong candidates, and though the 
district is largely democratic, there are 
strong hopes that both will be elected.

Ex-President Scaife.of tbe Illinois Minors 


Union Warns His Comrades. 


The following warning- from the ex- 


president of the Illinois Miners' union 
deserves a very careful perusal. It is 
from a man who should be familiar 
with the subject on which he writes: 


"Virginia, 111., Sept. fl.—To tbe Ed- 


itor: As a coal miner, and one who is 
following that calling1 for a living1, I 
desire to make a few observations to 
the wageworkers of Illinois, and of 
other states as well, on the political sit- 
uation. And I want to warn the work- 
ing people against the platitudes and 
glittering1 generalities of the democrat- 
ic-populists on the silver question. 


"The coal miners of the United States 


are to-day in a pitiable condition as a 
result of the insane competition that 
has existed amongst them. I speak here 
of both coal operators and miners. To 
this is added thai piece of gross stu- 
piditjr, the 'Wilson bill,' by which the 
fires were put out in our mills, and our 
mines were closed down, our people 
thrown, out of employment, our chil- 
dren in rags, and uneducated, our 
butcher and store bills uupitid, and 
nothing but want and mi>x;ry all 
around. I do not know a labor leader of 
any note but has denounced the com- 
petitive system as being responsible 
for all this. But, Mr. Editor, a great 
many of them are very inconsistent. 
They cry out with no uncertain sound

And 
that is what the wageworkers are suf- 
fering from at the present time. Aud 
neither free silver or anything else is 


to help us but a return to Mc- 


Kinleyism,-with a protecthe tariff that 
will shut out coal from China, British 
Columbia and Nowi Scotia. 
Every 


pound of coal that comes into this 
country from these countries ought to 
be prohibited from coming, and be pro- 
duced by the American coal miners. 
The same ought to be done with every 
foot of lumber, every dozen eggs and 
every yard of cloth, and all other things 
that we can produce ourselves. This 
is republican doctrine. And I feel that 
the election of that champion (in all 
seasons) of the working-man, William 
MeKinlcy, will be a return to that poli- 
cy and an abolition of the perfidy-dis- 
honor bill that was fathered by a dem- 
ocratic congress, and can be truly called 
a 'chip of the old block.' 


"Sir. the cool miners are truly in a,

THE ISLAND OE CRETE 


A Brief Hietorioal Account of 


» ThrillinK Interest. 


Story of tha "Isle of 
One Hundred 


£ltie»" from the Ago ot Fable 


to tbo Present Year 


at Urace. 


There are not many islands with a 


more stormy or more heroic history 
than that of Crete. In remote antiquity 
it was the redoubtable "Isle of One 
Hundred Cities," and had an illustrious 
line of Kings, among whom Were Bbad- 
amanthuB, Minos and Idomeneus. Tha 
last-named led a fleet of 80 ships to 
assist in the conquest of Troy, and waa 
the last of what we may call the legend, 
ary kings. After him a gap oil several 
centuries occurs, and when tha record 
is resumed it is no longer fable, but 
authentic history. At the time of tha 
Persian, invasion of Greece the island 
was populous and prosperous. It waq 
divided into several independent re- 
publics, which, like those of the penin- 
sular Hellas, were not always in peace 
and friendship with each other. They 
kept free from foreign wars, however, 
except as they voluntarily furnished 
mercenary troops to whichever sida 
would pay best for them. This was 
done in both the Persian and Pelopon- 
nesian wars, when the Cretan archers 
were as noted and as dreaded as those 
of Merry England in later-ages. 


The prowess of the ancient Cretans 


and their insular position kept them 
free from invasion down almost to thi) 
Christian era. While the eagles of Bomo 
"flapped wide wings in fiery flight" 
over nearly all else <*f the known world 
that island retained its independence. 
Indeed, it was only through intestine 
quarrels that it was at last subdued. 
Some 70 years before the Christian era 
Borne took advantage of the prevailmg 
discord in Crete to invade the island, 
on the pretext that the Cretans had 
given aid and comfort to Mithridaies, 
and had ill-treated some Roman soldiers. 
The first army was repulsed and almost 
annihilated by the Cretans. But Rome 
was determined to achieve the oonque&t, 
if it took the whole power of her em- 
pire. Army after army was sent, and 
after three years of desperate fight- 
.ing Rome prevailed. For the first time 
in her history Crete became, in 68 B. C., 
subject to an alien master. From that 
day to the present, for more than 1,900 
years, she has been a conquered prov- 
ince, never once regaining the inde- 
pendence so long maintained and so re- 
luctantly relinquished. 


For many years Crete remained an 


appendage of Rome, and then of By- 
ran tium. It first fell into Moslem hands 
in 823, when the Arabs, led by Michael 
'the Stutterer, found it an easy prey. 
No important attempt to colonize it 
'was made by the new conquerors, but 
many of the Greek inhabitants, volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, accepted the 
Moslem faith. So it comes to pass that 
|nt this day there are lew Turks or Ai-abh 
in the island, though many Moham- 
•medans, the latter being of as pure 
Greek Wood as their Christian, neigh- 
bors. After 137 years of Arab rule the 
island was retaken by the Greeks under 
Nicephorus Phocas, who taught the 
Arabs what he thought "an everla&ting 
lesson." It remained under Greek rul« 
until the establishment of the Latin 
'empire by the crusaders, when, in 1204, 
'it was turned over to Boniface, mar- 
'quis of Monferrat. The Genoese tried 
to buy it of him, but he sold it to their 
rivals, the Venetians, instead, for the 
sum of 100,000 silver marks. The Cre- 
tans revblted again&t the Venetians, 
and, assisted by Genoa, gave them much 
trouble. Indeed, during- their several 
jcenturies of ownership, the Venetians 
'had few years of peace with the turbu- 
ilent islanders. 


The second Moslem conquest dates 


ifrom 1045. Sultan Ibrahim, on the pre> 
•text that Venice had given assistance 
'to the Knights of Malta, sent an army 
of 100,000 men to seize the island. It 
took them nearly two months to cap- 
ture the port of Canea, and no less than 
24 years to reduce tlie capital city of 
Candia. Then Venice yielded tho whole 
'island to the Turks, excepting three 
ports, the last of which she also re- 
linquished in 1715. Thereafter came the 
bloodiest chapter in Cretan history. Op- 
pressions, rapine, torture and massacre 
made up the daily story for more than 
'100 years. The Cretans were in a chronic- 
state of revolt, and in 1821 would prob- 
ably have been, successful had not an 
"Egyptian army, come to the aid of the 
Turks. Seven years later, when Greece 
"became independent, Crete was ceded 
'to Egypt as a reward for the latter'f 
services. 
For some years thereafter, 


under the wise rule of Mehemet Alt and 
Mustapha Pasha, the island enjoyed' 
such prosperity, peace and justict as 
^t had not known for many centuries 
•Unhappily, in 1840 the powers eom- 
>pelled Mehemet AH to surrender 
it 


'•igain to Turkey, and since then' af- 
fairs have been nearly as bad as pos- 
sible. The great rebellion of 30 years 
•ago resulted in the granting of some 
reforms. But the Cretans did not know 
how to make proper use of the advan- 
tage they had gained, and now the whole 
[battle must be fought over again.—N. Y 
•Tribune.

THE "PETRIFIED CITY. 


Fatal** of TOWJM In VThloh 


W»8 Turned to Stan*. 


Among cities of fable tlie petrified 


variety was interesting. We have it in 
most parts' of this world— our prosaic 
islands knew it, but as a submarine 
curiosity. la the days when London en- 
joyed the presence of an ambassador 
from Tripoli, thatf ersonage astonished 
the Eoyal society once at least. The 
famous traveler, Dr. Shaw, had men- 
tioned the story of a petrified village 
near Cyrene. Scientific people derided 
it, scientific people upheld it — in short, 
a. discussion arose. Some members of 
tie Royal society, recollecting that 
there were grave and responsible inhab- 
itants of Tripoli within reach, put the 
question, before the ambassador. 
He 


explained with a vengeaace. One of his 
friends, a person, of course, whose hon- 
lor could not be impugned, was well ac- 
quainted with the spot. Shaw made a 
.great mistake in describing it as a vil- 
lage. City was the proper word. The 
walls inclosed an exact circle, numer- 
ous streets crossed at right angles, with 
ehops and avenues of trees, and a iioblo 
castle stood in the midst. In the shops 
and streets were people variously em- 
ployed — the gentleman noticed in espe- 
cial a baker and his customers, loaves in 
hand, a woman suckling her baby, etc, 
He entered the casile and found a king, 
or somebody of rank, lying on a gor- 
geous bed with guards about him. Ani- 
mals abounded, such as donkeys, cam- 
els, oxen, sheep, birds, but everything 
was stone of a peculiar bluish tint, even 
the money lying on shop counters anil 
Jn people's hands; witness brought a 
quantity «way, and the ambassador re- 
gretted that he could not find some 
pieces presented to himself at the mo 
merit. A description was forthcoming. 
however; the Coins were as large as 
English shillings, with a horse's head 
on one side and writing in unknown 
characters on the other. ,A happy little 
touch represented that many of the fig- 
ures had lost head or limbs— petrifac- 
tions will not endure forever, of course 
The Royal Society expressed! warm 
gratitude for this communication. 


It ia scarcely worth while to seek the 


origin of a fable which is sufficiently ex- 
plained by the vagaries of imagination, 
That it was localized at Cyrene — among 
eountless other spots— may be due to 
the presence of a large and well-pre- 
served necropolis there, with many 
statues erect in fihawjg time, if not 
now,

journey to Harnam. in Numidia, where, 
as the Arabs avouched, a Bedouin, en- 
campment was on view, surrounded by 
oxen and sheep, all turned to stone. In 
this instance no shadow of foundation 
for the legend could be found. But it 
was so widely diffused in thoie day?

KITCHEN BRUSHES. 


They Are Due of the Most Convenient 
, Things About the, Hoiue. 


Hardly ony implement of the house 


gives so much satisfaction to the house- 
keeper as the right brush in the right 
place. Who has not lost patience when 
the'stove brush of hair was; out of place 7 
This 'takes np all the dust of ashes a<= 
carefully 'as cloth, and does not, Jike 
a cloth,, allow, the ashes to be driven 
into the hand. A whisk of broomcorn 
does not do the same work, but is more 
val«able for whisking out the corners 
and edges of carpeted rooms and sw eep- 
ing down the stairs than anything else. 
Long-handled brushes of hair are fat 
better than a broom for sweeping a 
hardwood or paintfd floor. When tfiese 
have a light handle. Into which an ex- 
tension handle may be fitted, they are 
valuable for sweeping- down 'ceilings. 
If ceilings are thus carefully brushed 
ouoe a month, the moth-miller will find 
no lodging-place in the house. With 
the proper brush this is an easy task. 
The best brush for blinds is that quaint- 
.shaped one of hair called the "pope's 
nose." The knot of bristles "on the end 
is just the proper shape to reach into 
the shutters. The miniature scrubbing 
brushes, which are generally soH at 
about five cents on bargain counters, 
ore invaluable to clean a grater, the 
sieve and any utensil or dish with rough 
or corrugated aides. They are of spe- 
cial value to the cook in witshinp pota- 
toes and other root vegetables, and in 
cleaning the rough stalks of celery. 
Such a small brush is dtso valuable for 
washing- window ledges. — N. Y. Trib- 
une.

The trial of Joseph W. Myers, charged 


with tbc murder of August Haokmunn, 
began in earnest today. Last night a jury 
was secured and this morning State's At- 
torney Mills made his opening remarks. 
Attorney JSedraon spoke for the defense. 
Before court adjourned at noon the exam- 
ination of witnesses was started. The 
prosecution Till 
Introduce twcuty-sts 


witnesses and the trial will continue for a 
week or more. A great deal of Interest is 
taken in tiie outcome of the trial and this 
morning the court room was crowded. 
Everyone is familiar with the history of 
the crime. August Hackman, a German 
who came here from Stanuton, 111., disap- 
peared in the early part of March and a, 
month later bis body was found in the 
woods east of the Mattes brick yard and 
near the I., D. & W. railroad bridge over 
the Sangamon. 
Myers was arrested and 


was indicted by the grand jury for the 
murder of Haokmnn. The evidence iu 
the case will bo entirely circumstantial. 


There promises to be somo testimony 


of a sensational nature. The sbull of the 
murdered man hag been secured and will 
be introduced in court. Today pieces of 
Hackman's clothing and some of his pos- 
sessions were exhibited to the jury, I

Mr Mills relat- 


ed thu two trips to Long Creek by the two 
men. 
The fir^t trip was made March 2, 


and the second a few days later. Myers 
stated that on the second trip Haokman 
sought work at Bering Burrows' farm 
and he himself returned to the city alone 
He paid $>10 in advance for bauid ab tbo 
Eaglo hotel, had a $20 bill changed in a 
F.Uocn to pay a small bill and lost $40 in 
a gambling room. 
Myers stated that on 


the second trip ho left Hackman on the 
I , D. & W. tracks while ho wont to speak 
to James Myers who was digging a ditch 
Tin tbo Burrows farm. It was afterward 
learned that this occurred three weeks 
later than the time stated by Myers and 
after Huokman was dead 
Mr. Mills 


then related the story about the watch. 
When Buckman came to this city he bad 
a handsome gold watch which ho had 
bought at Staunton. Tbo number of this 
wutcb was learned from the jewelry store 
whore it was bought. The watch was 
found at White's pawn shop. It had 
been pawned by Myers. Tbo latter iccog- 
nized it when It was shown to him and 
said be bought it in a saloon from a man 
named Oigbam 
It waa proved beyond a 


donbt that Gigbam wag not in the city at 
the time Myers claimed to have bought 
tbc watch from him. 


Mr. Mills tben gave a (story which is 


not generally known. He told how a 
isberman found a bainmra on the bank 
of the river. There mere several pooa- 
iarities about the hammer and it was 
dontltied by a man named Sanders who 
bad given it to Myers. The eknll of Back- 
man has been secured and there are two 
round holes in it whlch,roust have been 
mode toy a hammer or some such instru- 
ment. 
The finding of Hackmann's poek- 


et book in Myers' possession waa also 
stated. In closing Mr. Mills said:

'Ihe 
went to the country ODCO but did not fin 
any employment. They went out a sec 
ond time, going by way of tbe gravel roa 
and tben on tbe railroad oa far as, Berln 
Burrows' plaoe where Hackman was 
try to get work. Hera they separated 
Mr. Bedmon said tbat the posecutlon waa 
depending a good deal on tbo wstol 
pocket book and hammer. 


When the men separated Myers camotf 


town in a buggy with a stranger, an 
wont to a saloon to get a drink .and tbe 
bought the watch. He pawned It 
White's, signed his name to tho pledge 
and made no effort whatever to boaeea 
his actions.
